Sweden’s budget 
allows for 
£6,000m deficit 


Stockholm, Jan 12:—Sweden’s 
centrerightr coaktion Govern- 
ment today presented a draft 
budget which allows for a 
record deficit and a 6 per cent 
increase in public spending, but 
said consumption must be cut 
or the coumtry would run into 
a crisis. 

The Government told Parlia- 
ment that the deficit for the 
financial year starting in July 
would widen to 67,600m kronor 
(E6,431m). This is almost 22 
per cent more than the esti- 
mated shortfall for this budget 
year of $5,500m kronor. 

The budget deficit for the 
1981 year represents more than 
11 per cent of Gross National 
Product (GNP). To stop the 
widening gap between expendi- 
ture and revenue, the Govern-. 
ment will have to increase its 
borrowing at home and abr 
to at least 64,000m kronor. 

An economic _ statement 
accompanying the budget said 
the net cost of Sweden’s crude 
oil imports totalled 28,000m 
kroner in 1980. This hag con- 
tributed to a growing balance 
of payments deficit, ر‎ 

Mr Olof Palme leader oF the 
Social Democratic Dart said 
the budget showed that the eco- 
nomic policies of the Govern 
ment had failed: and that it was 
unable to steer the country OU 
of economic crisis.—Reuter.

Israeli poll 
likely to . 
be in June

Jerusalem, Jan 12 ٤ 
The Israeli Cabinet decided 

in principle today to back Mr 


Menachem Begin, the Primes 
Minister, in lan to pro- 
mote urgent legislation which 


wauld dissolve the Knesset 
(Parliament) and precipitate an 
early election. 

The move was seen as the 
penultimate step in the slow- 
motion collapse of the right’ 
wing administration that 
ruled Israel since 1977. 

It is uuderstood that only 
three Ministers opposed the 
early election scheme during 
this morning’s specially con- 
yened Cabinet session. 
included Mr Ariel Sharon, the 
hard-line Minister of Agricul- 
1: who believes that the 
Likud Goyernment should. try 
and remain in power to con- 
tinue its expansion of Jewish 
settlements in the occupied 
West Bank. 

After today’s three-hour 
Cabinet session, it now seems 
certain that the general elec- 
tion will be brought forward 
from its scheduled date in 
raber Mir, Berin a 
setting polling iı late June, 
by eC time his Government 
will have completed four years 
in office. 

The Labour Party, anxious to 
capitalize on opinion polls 
showing it winning a sweeping 
victory, favours polling in Jate 
April or early May. It is felt 
in political circles that June 
will prevail. . 

The final collapse of. the 
Government's determination to 
cling to affice was prompted 
by the resisnatîion yesterday of 
Mr Yigael Hurwitz, the Finance 
Mimister, who opposed Cabinet 
support of a plan to increase 
teachers’ pay by more than 50 
per cent. 
Immunity lifted: As a parlia- 
mertary committee voted zoday 
to lift the immunity of Mr 
Aharon Aںu-Eareira,‎ the 
Minister for Religious Affairs, 
has been charged with 
accepting .bribes, the Nfinister 
himself questioned whether he 
could ger a fair trial in the pre- 
election climate {Moashe Bril- 
liant writes from Tel Aviv). 

Appearing before the com- 
mittee, Abu-Hatzeira 
repeated his allegatica that he 
was the victim of a political and 
ethnic conspiracy.

Although reunification of the 
two Koreas has been South 
Korean policy since thie first 
South-North talks were initiated 
iu 1972, this is the first time 
a South Korean President has 
issued a direct invitation to 
President Kim. 

Observers here see it as a 
bold artempt to revive contacr 
berween the two narions and 
to improve South Korea’s image 
abroad, especially among 1 
non-aligned nations. Over the 
past year relations between the 
two Koreas have deteriorated. 

In 1980 there were six 
aremprts ar armed infiltration 
by North Korean agents. The 

arth broke off talks. calling 
President Chun's rezime a 
“military fascist graup” and 
iacregseı propaganda attacks 
against the urh in radio 
broadcasts and by İioudspeakcrs 
across the Armistice line, 

President Chun also an- 
nounced that parliamentary 
elections, originally scheduled 
for late April to May, are to be 
brought forward by ope or two 
months. 

On foreign policy, President 
Chun said te Government in- 
tended to improve relations 
with non-hostile _communişt 
countries and non-aligned coun- 
tries, irrespective of their dif- 
ferent ideologies ard socio- 
political systêms. 

He emphaşizsd the need to 
develop the friendship between 
Korea and the United States 
into a “mature and intimate 
partnership” end called for 
coopsrative relations on a 
broader perspective with Japan, 
where relatiors have been 
severely ‘strained by Japenese 
demands for the release of the 
South Korean dissident, Mr 
Kim Dae Jung. 

He was sentenced to death 
for sedition and pro-North 
Korean activities and. is still 
awaiting the result of his 
appeal to the Supreme Couwt,. 

Six main parties are expected 
to put up candidates in the 
coming presidential and general 
elections. The Democratic 
Justice Party will represent the 
Goverument and asked 
President Chun to lead the 
arty and stand as its presi- 
dental candidate.

North Koréan leader 
is invited to vist 
Seoul for unity talks

Seoul Jan 12 

President Chun Doo Hwan of 
South Korea today invited 
President Kim Il Sung of 
communist North Korea tû visit 
Sequl and said that he would 
yisit North Korea at any timê 
if invited. 2 

The invitation for talks on 


the uviry of the two couatries 


was made in the President's 
mew year policy statement. 

„ He also announced that South 
Korean presidential elections 
would be held in February and 
nor March and that arrtial Jaw 
would be completely lifted 
before the elections. Elections 
had been brought forward 
because of a .restoration of 
political stability. 

A ban onı all political activity 
was lifted today after being 
imposed by the martial Jaw 
command following an uprising 
in the southern town dQ 
Kwangju Jast May. 

The President's invitation ta 
North Korea is an attempt 1o 
restore mutual trust between 
the two Koreas which hare 
been divided since the bitter 
three-year, fratricidal war 30 
years ago.

Charles Ives's Concord Sonata 
appeared in two, very differ- 
ent, editions in his lifetime. Re 
also made numerous changes, 
in some passages amounting to 
full recomposition, and put 
these into 14 copies of the first 
printing.

Issues of Kilner 


House squat 
From the Leader of the Housing 
Policu Committee, GLC 


Sir, No ore should be under any 
illusian thar all the squatters who 
occupied Kilner House, about whom 
you wrote in The Times on January 
6, were homeless people deserving 
of public sympathy. 

Back in November, 1977, Ff 
authorized an amnesty for all people 
then squatting in GLC property. 
Some 5,000 squatters, occupying 
1,750 council houses and flats, re- 
spûnided to the amnesty. Many werê 
housed either in the property they 
occupied or in property elsewhere, 
representing a take-up of some 8Û 
per cent, 

At the same tîme as the amnesty 
TI alsa made it plain that thereafter 
the GLC would stomach no further 
squattins in its property, Since that 
date we have seldom had more thar 
400 properties squatted, but to con« 
tain squatting at that level a full- 
time staff of four has had to nip new 
sqvats in the bud. 

Some 2.500 properties have been 
cleared crf squatters and as at 
October 1980, wiıh under 200 dwel- 
lings so occupied, the problem had 
iareely been contained. 

Ir was in October that this squat 
at Kilner House was organized. The 
premises were broken irto late at 
night, while the night watchman was 
haying z2 cup of fea, and an eniry 
intn the flats was forced. 

The squatters then announced that 
thez had takeu possession of the 
premises in order to impede the 
GLC’s sale of these flats, which 
were largely earmarked for council 
tenants elsewkere who wish to pur- 
chase a flat of their own. 

It transpired that the Teaders of 
the squat were Mr Piers Corl! and 
Hs Susana Masters. well known pol 
tical actirists in London, wlio 
already happen to be council, 
tenan?s, When the matter came to 
the Fizh Court we found that the 
souatters (who had found there 
selves witty and amusing identities 
such as Kojak and John Lennon) 
were largelv students from abroad, 
so few of whom could speak English 
that four translators had to be 
empvinyed to take evidence. 

Ir was also emphasised, both in 
court and in publications subse 
avently issued hy the squstters, that. 
tle scuat was to 
appase the sale af council houses and 
that the squat had been organized 
cn ths very day the 1980 Housing 
ct hz hecome Jaw.
